Communist government of Hun- 
gary. 


He noted that the U. S. state de. 
partment 
has protested 
against 
the trial of the cardinal, who is 
charged with treason. Jester said' 
he hoped tho U.. S. protest 1s not 
too late. 


Taborsky said "the church 
In 
Eastern Europe remained the only 
place whore one could speak about 
religious freedom and—tolerance. 
The Communists wanted to de- 
stroy the possibility of freedom of 
thought and to frighten the clergy. 
They wanted the clergy to speak 
only about tho Holy Scripture and 
nn more." 


He-called the trial part of a pre- 


arranged plan of the Communists 
to break down the church. He quot* 
ed as

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—</P)— 
William H. Davis, former chair- 
man of the War Labor Board, pro- 
posed today that Congress give 
the President power to seize plants 
when a "national emergency" strike 
is threatened.

Davis testified at the commit- 
tee's hearings on the administra- 
tion's new labor bill.

with national emergency strikes is 
this: It would have that President 
call for a 30-day cooling off period 
before such a strike. It says noth- 
ing about how the request would 
be enforced.

Hoover Sees Big 
Savings Through

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—W) 
Herbert Hoover today predicted 
taxpayer savings of $3,000,000,000 
through

tion plans If what he called "pro- 
pagandists" are blocked in drives 
to exempt some agencies. 
Hoover denounced "propagandiz- 
ing" against mergers to bring ef- 
ficiency and economy in . govern- 
ment. He told a news conference:

The former president previously 
told the Senate expenditures com- 
mittee that these "propagandists" 
are Inside and outside the govern- 
ment.
